City projects nearing completion

The City of Elba has several pro- 
jects nearing completion and others 
which will soon be getting under- 
way. 

Donnie Morrow, Elba’s city 
clerk, pave council members an up- 
date of the status of the projects dur- 
ing the last council meeting. 

He advised the council that the 
necessary documents for the adver- 
tising of the bids for the connector 
road at the Elba City School Com- 
plex should be ready by this week 
(Feb. 17-21), 

The bridge over Beaver Dam 
Creek has been completed and the 
road is now ready to be prepared for 
paving. When completed, the road 


will provide another outlet from the 
school complex onto Taylor Mill 
Road. 

The completion of this project 
should greatly aid in the flow of 
school traffic and during other activ- 
ities at the school, such as sporting 
events. 

Improvements to the city’s sewer 
system are nearing completion, The 
installation of sewer taps on Teresa 
Street are 100 percent complete, 
Gibson Street 99 percent complete, 
Cedar Lane Drive 40 percent com- 
plete, and on Reese Avenue 20 per- 
cent complete. 

Sponsors of the sewer grant have

years in prison after guilty plea

Kelvin Gerald Scott, age 19, of 
Enterprise has been sentenced to 30 
years in prison after biseding guilty 
lo ones of second-degree kidnap 
ping, first-degree sodomy, and at- 
ee rape in the first degree. 

ircuit Judge Robert W. Barr pro- 
nounced sentence on Scott last Fri- 
day after he entered his guilty plea. 
He was scheduled to go to trial on 
the charges on March 24, 

Scott was one of three inmates 
who “enjoyed freedorn” for a short 
time after overpowering a Coffee 
County Corrections Officer on No- 
vember 27, 1996. 

He has remained in the Coffee 
County Jail since his arrest on Fri- 
day, May 3, 1996, His bail had been 
set at a total of $300,000.00 

Scott's arrest followed an investi- 

ion by the Coffee County Sher- 
iff's Department of an early morn 
ing gunpoint abduction and 
atternpted sexual assault of an Elba 
woran on May 3. 


At 2:35 a.m., Friday morning, 
May 3, New Brockton police found 
ari abandoned pick-up truck with the 
driver's side window broken out. 
The vehicle was found in the ditch 
on U.S. Hwy. 84 between Enterprise 
and New Brockton. 

Police officers found the vehicle 
with the engine running. Also, offi- 
cers discovered « lady's purse and 
shoes in the truck. 

Because of the suspicious nature 
of the incident, a deputy sheriff was 
requested to assist the New Brockton 
police officer. 

At 2:59 a.m., the Coffee County 
Jail received a call from a resident 
on Co. Rd. 531 in the Bethany Com- 
munity located just south of New 
Brockton. The caller stated that a fe- 
male had come to the residence stat- 
ing that she had been sexually as 
saulted, 

Upon arrival at the residence, 
deputies learned that the fernale vic 
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Chaos and the King begins to get 
too rough for a human, he just 
speaks an authoritative “A-n-n-n-t” 
and Chaos stops whatever he is do- 


ing. 


OOPS...Shortly after 4:00 p.m. Monday afternoon, Elba Pag received a report that water was running over a 
long stretch of the roadway on Old Samson Road. A patrol car was sent to investigate and found the roadway was 
covered by several inches of swift running water for several hundred feet and it had not rained all day. The water 
continued to rise and police officers blocked each end of the road for safety reasons until the water subsided. It 
was later determined that the source of the water was from an area to the east of the old Seaboard Railroad bed 
where a drain had been stopped up by beavers, The water had not been able to drain properly for quite some time, 
and it had formed a good size pond of water.

pacts our state. 

Alabama is one of the hardest hit 
States in the nation by severe weath- 
er. The devastating tornado that 
struck the Goshen Church in Chero- 
kee County on Palm Sunday 1994 
and the one that touched down in 
Joppa and Arab in February 1995 
will never be forgotten. 

The following are some facts 
about severe weather in Alabama: 

*Alabama ranks fourth in the na- 
tion in the number of killer torna- 
does and fifth in the nurnber of tor- 
nado fatalities, The state recorded 
the first tornado death of 1997 in a 
January 24, 1997 tornado in Tusca- 
loose. 

*In 1996, Alabama ranked second 
in the nation in the number of torna-

do deaths at seven. There were 33 
tornadoes in the state during 1996 
which caused 87 injuries. 

*Lightning strikes caused one 
death and four injuries in 1996. 
Since 1990, lightning has killed ten 
people and injured 158 across the 
State. In an average year lightning 
will claim more victims than torna- 
does or hurricanes. 

*There was one flash flood relat- 
ed death in 1996, although there 
were 34 flash flood events and one 
major flash flood event. However, 
during the past eight years, 25 peo- 
ple have lost their lives because of 
flooding in Alabama. Many flood re- 
lated deaths are due to people driv- 
ing around barricades and into mov- 
ing water over roadways. 

*Severe thunderstorm winds 
reached damaging force at least 279 
times in 1996 and caused millions of 
dollars in damage. There were no 
deaths recorded in 1996, but five 
people were injured by thunderstorm 
wind. 

During Severe Weather Prepared- 
ness Week, a different natural hazard 
will be focussed on each day. Mon- 
day is the day to look at tornadoes 
and their history in Alabama. Tues- 
day will be used to address thunder- 
storms and lightning. 

A statewide tornado drill is sched- 
uled for Wednesday, in addition to 
focusing on getting weather informa- 


tion. Flooding and flash flooding 
will be the focus for Thursday, and 
on Friday, attention will be given to 
the overall warning system. Also, 
Friday is the alternate day for the 
tornado drill in case of bad weather 
on Wednesday. 

The goal of having Alabama Se- 
vere Weather Preparedness Week is 
to help people learn how to prevent 
injuries and deaths from tornadoes, 
damaging wind, flash flooding, light- 
ning, and hail. 

Over and over, after every disas- 
ter, people survive severe weather 
because they know what to do. 

Emergency preparedness should 
come before an emergency, not dur- 
ing one. By taking a few minutes to 
learn or review safety precautions, 
one can save one’s own life or the 
life of a friend or family member.

Welfare reform is top priority in 1997 regular session

State lawmakers have gathered 
once again in Montgomery to con- 
sider many issues that will affect 
Alabarnians. In particular, the 1997 
regular session will see landmark 
legislation on an issue that will af- 
fect Alabama now and for many 
generations to come: welfare re- 
form. 

The governor has asked me to 
sponsor a comprehensive package 
to reform the welfare system, It 
will help Mey people to work, thus 
reducing the funds required to sup- 
port the welfare program, Ow cur- 
rent welfare system is out of con- 
trol and I hope this new workfare

The federal government is re- 
sponsible for 90% of the welfare 
program and will continue to over- 
see food stamps, Supplemental Se- 
curity Income, housing and medical 


care. Individual states must oversee |. 


improvements in the remaining 


10%. The Alabama Legislature |: 


plans on doing its part by helping 
reduce this enormous strain on our 
tax system, 

In addition to tax savings for 
you, states that move people from 
welfare to employment are eligible 
to receive part of $1 billion that 
will be awarded between 1999 and 
2003 as performance bonuses. 

Welfare reform is long overdue 
and I am glad we can finally start 
correcting the problem, Changes 
must be made to cut the waste and 
fraud associated with the current 
system. 

In the coming weeks through 
this newspaper, I will inform you 
about welfare reform and other var- 
ious issues being considered in 
Montgomery. Please contact my of-

Administration's Budget Arrives on Capitol Hill 


After exercising cautious opti- 
mism last week over the potential for 
the President to work with Congress 
in shaping a balanced budget, it looks 
like the Administration’s new budget 
is more of the same old, same old. 
While the Administration ‘says’ its 
budget achieves balance in five years, 
their numbers don’t add up. That 
having been said, it will be the job of 
Congress to help the Administration 
keep its promise to achieve a bal- 
anced budget. 

The Clinton Administration's 
four-volume, $1.67 trillion federal 
budget for Fiscal Year 1998 irrived 
on Capitol Hill last week. It is a 
beginning point, but it lacks much of 
the tax cuts and spending limitaiions 
which would benefit American work- 
ing families. Nor does it actually 
achieve a promised balanced budget 
by the year 2002. 

The Administration’ s new bud- 
get is ‘back-loaded’ which means 
about two-thirds of the spending cuts 
it does propose will not occur until 
after the President leaves office in the 
year 2000, Even then it is doubtful 
that the federal budget will achieve 
balance since the Administration’s 
budget is based on assumptions that 
the American economy will sustain 
robust economic growth for the next 
five years. 

What if their rosy economic 
estimates are wrong? Built into the 
Administration's budget is an escape 
hatch authorizing an end to its pro- 
posed tax cuts while making deeper 
cuts in federal spending in order to 
make up for the lost revenues. In 
short, the Administration's budget 
would repeal its proposed tax cuts for 
families after the President leaves of- 
fice, but would keep proposed tax 
increases permanently in place. | 
believe tax relief should be perma 
nent, and only spending should be

2002. 

Not surprisingly, defense 
spending continues to suffer under 
the Administration’s budget plan. 
Fiscal 1998 will mark the 13th straight 
year of real decline in the defense 
budget. This means less and less for 
our men and women in uniform who 
are increasingly called upon by the 
President to carry out his foreign 
policy around the globe. Like its

Among other details of the 
Administration's new budget is an 
effort to restore $18 billion of the cuts 
made in Welfare last year. In fact, the 
Administration’s budget increases 
non-defense discretionary spending 
by $100 billion. 


With the Administration’s: 


much-awaited budget in hand, it’s 
time to get to work, For all its flaws, 
it can serve as a beginning point for 
Congress and the White House to 
begin serious negotiations to imple- 


mentan honest balanced budget, pass ' 


permanent tax cuts, rescue Medicare 
from bankruptey, and eliminate 
wasteful government spending. With

Just a pinch between cheek & gum

Smokeless tobacco is being used 
by young people at an alarming rate 
in an attempt to look cool. 

After all, if the superstars adver- 


—tise-it; one couldn't go wrong-could 


they? 

The facts concerning smokeless 
tobacco are frightening to say the 
least. 

One can of snuff delivers as much 
nicotine as 60 cigarettes. Smokeless 
tobacco users become dependent on 
continued use because nicotine is an 
addictive drug which gives the user a 
“buzz.” 

When a user of smokeless tobac- 
co tries to quit, symptoms occur 
such as mood swings, headaches, in- 
somnia, and lack of concentration. 

This drug is so addictive, users 
will keep a pinch in place all day and 
during the night when they are 
asleep. 

Smokeless tobacco is a habit that 
is harder to kick than cigarettes, Ac- 
cording to the American Dental As- 
sociation, people who “dip” have a 
50% greater chance of developing 
oral cancers than non-users because 
the nicotine in tobacco contains 
agents such as nitrosamines. 

It should be easy to understand 
why a user should quit, when look- 
ing at the cosmetic side of using 
snuff. 

The tongue should be the first 
place an individual checks out. If the 
tongue looks like that on the outside, 
just imagine what it looks like on the 
inside. 


Most chewers and dippers get irri- 
tated gums and may develop painful 
sores in the mouth. 

By dipping, a person is subjecting 
their gums to danger of receding, 
which exposes the roots and makes 
the teeth sensitive to daily cleaning. 

This of course, allows the tobacco 
that is combined with sugar for fla- 
vor, to make direct contact with the 
roots of the teeth, causing destruc- 
tion, 

When a person keeps a pinch of 
tobacco in the mouth, a leathery- 
white patch may form, which is a 
sign of pre-cancerous development. 

Although these areas are hard to 
see, there is evidence of cell chang- 
es. These white patches are the be- 
ginning of more serious problems. 

Take Sean Marsee for example. 
He started dipping snuff at the early , 
age of 12. By the time Sean had 
reached 18 a sore had developed on 
his tongue. At this point, doctors had 
removed part of Sean’s tongue, but 
the cancer had already spread to his 
neck. 

This young man encountered 
multiple, disfiguring surgeries, onl 
to die a few months prior to his 19t 
birthday. 

Why would a bright, young man 
risk his life for a bad habit? His 
mother later said she tried to talk 
him out of using snuff, but his rea- 
soning was it couldn’t be bad if ath- 
letes advertised it. 

According to recent reports, sev- 
en out of ten major league baseball 
players do not use smokeless tobac- 
co. A survey conducted found that of 


the players who dip, more than one- 
third reported sores in the mouth, 
white patches, and gum problems. 
Overall, 59% of those surveyed were 
considering quitting. 

Most athletes are very health con- 
science and avoid harmful substanc- 
es such as tobacco. 

It is important for young people 
to realize, that advertisers of snuff, 
cigarettes, beer, and other substances 
prey on the sense of “looking cool.” 

These companies pay celebrities 
top dollar to say they use a product, 
and to convince the public that the 
product is wonderful and safe. 

There is no such thing as a “safe” 
tobacco product. In any form, it can 
be harmful to one’s health. 

As reported by the American 
Dental Association, labels have been 
required on all smokeless tobacco 
products since 1986, since the prod- 
uct is harmful and the public has the 
right to know. This occurred when 
the Comprehensive Smokeless To- 
bacco Health Education Act was 
passed. This law prohibits advertis 
ing of tobacco products on television 
and radio. 

A user will benefit by quitting, 
and those who do not use, should 
never start.

Beware of nitrate polsoning In 
livestock 


Nitrate poisoning in livestock is 
primarily caused by the consumption 
oy pasture or hay containing high 
levels of nitrate--ninuen, As we ap- 
proach this time of year, ple be- 
gin to think about harvesting hay and 
other forages, and the potential dur- 
ing dry periods of nitrate poisoning, 
Possibly, writing this article this ear- 
ly, [am jumping the gun just a little, 
But | thought that if you had this in- 
formation on hand and could save it, 
it would help you out in the May 
timeframe when this particular ques- 
tion comes to bear, 

Generally, nitrate isoning 
shows up during periods of low soil 
moisture or low humidity. Nitrates 
can accumulate in plants that have 
been heavily fertilized with some 
form of nitrogen, This is not the 
same as prussic acid poisoning, Prus- 
sic acid poisoning is when plants 
such as Johnson Grass, sorghum, 
sorghum sudan hybrids, and other 
plants like this form a poisonous 
acid. Prussic acid is most likely to 
build up to dangerous levels immedi- 
ately after a killing frost. Usually 
this happens in the fall Incidentally, 
eark millet does not produce prussic 
acid, 

if you suspect you have a hay 
crop this summer that has a potential 
for nitrate poison, there are four lev- 
els that you have to consider if you 
have it tested. This test can be run at 
Auburn at a minimal cost and will 
set your mind at ease as to whether 
you have a nitrate problem. 

When you receive your test re- 
sults, they will give you a percent ni- 
trate and a parts per million. If you 
have -0- to .25% or -0- to 2500 ppm 
(parts per million) this is the safe 
level for nitrates in a forage to feed. 
If your percent is .25 to .5 and your 
ppm are 2500 to 5000 then you need 
to use caution in feeding this crop. 
Generally, it is safe when fed in a 
crushed ration. For pregnant ani- 
mals, you would need to limit to 
one-half of the total dry ration. 
There are some problems associated 
with prolonged feeding. You would 
not need to feed it with a liquid feed 
or other nonprotein nitrogen. Be real 
cautious with any animal that is 
pregnant or real young. 

If your percent nitrate is .5 to 1.5 
and the ppm are 5000 to 15,000 this 
is the danger zone. This hay should 
be limited to one-fourth of the total 
ration. It should be well fortified 
with an energy feed such as corn, 
minerals, and vitamins. You may ex- 
perience milk production loss and 
some reproduction problems. In gen- 
eral, it probably shouldn’t be fed. 

If your percent is over 1.5 and 
the ppm are over 15,000 this is the 
toxic level. Do not use this hay in 
free choice feeding programs. Feed 
containing levels such as these may 
be ground and mixed but there is a 
real danger with feeding it and you 
need to be extremely cautious. Hay 
with this level should only be, at the 
most, 15% of the total feed ration. 

Hopefully, as we move into the 
spring and summer, we will not en- 
counter a situation where nitrate poi- 
son is a problem. However, in the 
90's with the erratic weather thrt 
we've had from extremely wet tc 
extremely dry, it is always a real 
possibility this could occur. 

Finally, one way to avoid this 
problem is to if possible avoid ferti- 
lizing with high nitrogen fertilizers 
during any dry times.

Calf scours major cause of 


death In calves 

Calf scours is still the number one 
disease of newborn and baby calves 
and a big problem for area beef pro- 
ducers. National estimates indicate 
the losses in calf scours each year 
run into the millions of dollars. With 
the price of cattle in a slump right 
now, we certainly don’t need to lose 
any marketable animal from the 
herd. 

Two important considerations 
when treating sick calves with 
scours is controlling the disease it- 
self and getting fluids into the calf to 
rehydrate it. To determine the degree 
of dehydration in baby calves con- 
sider some of the following factors. 
A calf thet is gaunt but stil getting 
around fairly well represents about a 
5% fluid loss. One wishes to lie 
around, dry muzzle, and slightly 
sunken eyes represents about a 10% 
loss. Another test to determine the 
degree of dehydration is to pull up 
on the eyelid. If it returns to normal 
in eight to ten seconds the degree is 
mild; ten seconds is moderate; and 
around one minute is severe, 

Rehydration can be accomplished 
by several methods. The most so- 

isticated is using an TV continuous 
flow with electrolytes. If you are not 
sure how to do this, you would cer- 
tainly want to consult your veterinar- 
ian, Another method is to drench the 
calf with a prepackaged elecwolyte 
powder that you mix with water, 
Once the calf i .shydrated it is very 
important that body fluids be main- 


tained until the calf is completely 
well, This could take up to 72 hours. 

The color of the scours can indi- 
cate where the possible problem is, 
White scours probably are digestive 
and many times you can correct this 
with something in your manage- 
ment. Yellow scours indicate a bac- 
terial problem and can be treated 
with antibiotics, fluids, and other 
supportive medicines used to control 
bacterial infections, Greenish scours 
can indicate salmonella, Here again, 
antibiotics, nitrofuran, and other 
fluids can be used, Bloody scours 
can indicate enterotoxemia and treat 
with the B C & D antitoxin. Brown 
scours can be a type B infection and 
would need to be treated with BC & 
D antitoxin. Watery, grayish to slate 
colored scours usually indicate a vi- 
ral infection, Treatment is usually 
with an antiserum for prevention; 
fluids, antibiotics, scour vax, and 
other treatments are available. 

Let me emphasize that the above 
are suggested treatments but certain- 
ly do not take the place of a profes- 
sional veterinarian, Sometimes you 
do not have time but need to make 
immediate treatment, if so, you can 
try these suggestions. But certainly if 
ee have a scour problem in your 

erd, you need to consult with your 
herd veterinarian and start some sort 
of preventative program. Many 
times it can be done prior to calving 
through vaccination of the cows or a 
routine vaccination at birth,

Time to plan for bahia & 
bermudagrass planting 


As we move into the February- 
March timeframe, this is the time to 
make your plans for planting Ber- 
mudagrass, hay crops, cover crops, 
and Bahiagrass. 

When considering planting Ber- 
mudagrass we will take about two 
different types of plantings. One 
will be cormmon Bermuda as a cover 
crop and Bermudagrass hay and pas- 
ture crop. 

Common Bermuda works very 
well for a cover crop on pond dams, 
marginal areas, and any place you 
don’t want a large amount of growth 
out of your Bermuda. Common Ber- 
muda is not a good hay or pasture 
crop but works well as a soil stabi- 
lizer. 

When planting common Bermu- 
da, you can use 5 to 10 pounds of 
hull seed or 10 to 15 pounds of un- 
hulled seed per acre. It should be 
planted around !/4 to 1/2 inch deep. It 
is best planted in the March-Apii 
timeframe. 

When planting Bermudagrass 
hay and pasture varieties, you need 
to use a variety that is proven to be a 


good producer, There are several on 
the market that do well, Three that 
have done very well in the past 
couple of years are ihe Russell, Tif- 
ton 85, and the coastal variety. 

When planting one of these vege 
tatively propagated varieties, plant 
10 bushes of sprigs per acre if you 
plant in rows. If you plan to broad- 
cast you will need to use 30 bushels 
of sprigs per acre. These varieties 
are best planted in late February or 
early March, Of course, weather has 
4 lot to do with how soon you can 

lant a field. Weather like we had 
st year would not be desirable to 
plant in February or even early 
March. The cold stayed with us so 
long that in many cases we had to 
wait until April. 

The Russell variety has been a 
real good producer, establishes well, 
and many folks have gotten some 
light production out of it even the 
first year. Tifton 85 is very similar in 
that it is quick to establish, maybe 
slightly quicker than the Russell but 
might possible not have the total 
cold tolerance that the Russel) has, 
Coastal continues to be a good solid 
variety tha: is proven but has not had 
the total tonnage of production that 
Russell or Tifton 85 has. It is still a 
good strong variety. 

When planting Bahiagrass it 
should be planted at a rate of 15 to 
20 pounds per acre about '/4 to '/ 
inch deep. Here again, it should be 
planted as soon as you can get after 
the last frost of the year, which for 
us should be late February or early 
March. Bahiagrass, in terms of nutri- 
tion, is very similar to Bermuda. In 
fact there is no real advantage one 
way or the other between Bahia and 
Bermudagrass in terms of total nutri- 
tion. The new Tif-9 variety has been 
a super producer and has had strong 
yields and good production over 
much of south Alabama. Tif-9 is a 
highly selected Pensacola variety, so 
it has much of the same good traits 
as Pensacola such as drought and 
winter hardiness and good competi- 
tive ability with other grasses. The 
old Pensacola variety is still a good 
variety to use for pastures and hay 
fields. You will not get the tonnage 
from Pensacola that you will get 
from Tif-9 but it is a strong variety. 

Make sure that you soil test and 
that your pH and your fertilizer are 
at the correct level prior to planting 
any of these varieties.

1 package active dry yeast; 2 cups 
warm water; '/ cup vegetable oil; '/, 
cup sugar; | clean, uncracked egg; 4 
cups self-rising flour; butter-flavor 
vegetable cooking spray. 

Sprinkle yeast over warm water 
in a large bowl and stir until dis- 
solved. Add oil and sugar. Beat egg, 
add to mixture, and stir until well 
blended. Gradually add flower, mix- 
ing well after each addition. Contin- 
ue beating until well blended. Coat 
muffin cups with cooking spray. 
Spoon batter into muffin cups. Fill 
them about half full. Bake immedi- 
ately at 400°F for about 15 minutes.

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How to put the odds in your favor on corn 


by Richard Petcher, County Agent 

Corn planting will begin the last 
week of February and the first week 
of March for the farmers in Coffee 
County, Last year there were 8,000 
acres of com with some of our best 
yields ever, This year there will be 
about the same number of acres and 
hopefully another good corn year. 

Weather is the biggest factor af 
fecting your corn; however, there are 
4 number of things that a grower can 
do to up his odds of making a good 
crop, 

There will be a number of grower 
meetings where corn hybrids will be 
discussed, This is probably one of 
the most important decisions for 
you, There are some excellent varie- 
ties to choose from. Is it worth 
spending ten dollars more for one 
variety over another, One bag plants 
4 to 5 acres, If that variety yields 10 
more bushels per acre than a cheaper 
variety over 5 acres that would be 50 
more bushels. At $3.80 per bushel 
that would be $190 minus the $10 
difference in purchasing cost would 
be $180 more profit to you by plant- 
ing the higher yielding, more expen- 
sive variety. 

Fertility of course is a major key 
to making good yields. One of the 


best ways to do a good job and save 
moriey is to soil test. Be sure to take 
a good representative sample. If you 
are using poultry litter this is the 
place to use it, Corn needs about 120 
units of nitrogen, Three to three and 
a half tons of chicken litter will tst- 
ally supply this, Cor grown on 
sandy soils often suffers from sulfur 
and zinc deficiencies, where on clay 
soils it is usually fine, Remember to 
add these nutrients especially when 
planting on deep sandy soils, 
Another key is to plant early. 
Plant as soon as the soil tempe-ature 
is 50 degrees or more at two inches 
deep for at least four days before 
planting. Planting early helps you es- 
cape insect and disease pressure 
Rotation is another key. Not only 
is rotation good for peanuts and cot- 
ton it is also important for corn. 
Irrigation is another real plus. If 
you are irrigating, remember to irri- 
gate when ear size potential is deter- 
mined, That is at leaf stage 12-17. 
Don’t wait until corn is tasseling and 
expect to make much of a difference 
then, 
Soil insecticides can pay off if 
planting no-till, or behind pasture, or 
using a lot of manure or planting 


Topsoil vital to successful 


landscape

Whether you're landscaping a 
newly built home or renovating 
some portion of an older landscape, 
good topsoil is the key to a healthy 
and beautiful landscape. 

Topsoil is the name given to the 
top few inches of the earth’s crust 
where maximum biological activity 
occurs, It’s generally the top 3 to 6 
inches of soil and this is the region 
where most plants’ roots feed. 

Topsoil varies greatly from re- 
gion to region both across the coun- 
try and the state. It may be high in 
organic matter or low in organic 
matter. Here in Alabama, topsoil is 
often low in organic matter. 

For new home builders, the chal- 
lenge is to keep the topsoil present 
on the lot at the site. Contractors of- 
ten strip off the topsoil during site 
preparation. Ask your builder to 
leave any soil removed in a pile on 
your lot. Also work with your build- 
er to avoid soil compaction. That 
means not operating heavy equip- 
ment while the ground is wet. 

When your house is finished, you 
can use the saved topsoil to estab- 
lish your lawn and landscape beds. 
Before you plant anything, make 
sure you have a soil test to deter- 
mine your soil’s fertilizer and lime 
requirements. If you have acidic soil 
that requires lime, it will be most ef- 
fective if added to the bare soil be- 
fore a lawn or landscape is planted. 

You also should add as much or- 
ganic matter as possible to your top- 
soil before planting. Good topsoil 
has an organic component. You can 
use composed yard wastes, shredded 
leaves, pine bark, peat moss, or even 
composed manure. Organic matter 
tends to break down quickly in our 
climate so you will probably want to

Safety info 


Don't mix bleach and ammonia. 
When used as directed liquid house- 
hold bleach and ammonia are effec- 
tive household cleaners. Mixing 
these two at any dilution may release 
toxic vapors that can prove harmful 
to the user. 

When liquid chlorine bleach is 
mixed with liquid ammonia, a chem- 
ical reaction results, producing 
chloramine gas. It can be harmful 
enough if breathed. Also, mixing 
bleaches and stiong acids, such as 
some toilet bow! cleaners or rust re- 
movers, can liberate chlorine gas 
that can also be harmful. 

Don't try to save a few cents by 
purchasing basic compounds and 
mixing them to produce a home rem- 
edy unless the label specifically rec- 
ommends mixing. It is important to 
respect the products you work with 
and not experiment with different 
combinations of chemical special- 
ties. This applies not just to house- 
hold cleaning products, but to every 
chemical in and around the home 


Water heater care saves 
money 


Give your gas water heater sorne 
tender loving care, and the reward 
will be lower utility bills. Here are a 
few water heater care tips. 

Good housekeeping is important. 
The area around the water heater 
should be clean and well ventilated. 
The pilot area should be free of dust 
and dirt. If the water heater is older 
and in a cold location, installing a fi- 
berglass insulation jacket can save 
up to 15% of the water heating costs. 
Follow the manufacturer's imstruc- 
tions, and don’t cover air inlets, 
valves, faucets, controls or pipes at 
the bottom or near the top near the 
exhaust vent. 


add more organic material to your 
flower beds and garden yearly. 

If you're changing your land- 
ps and will need to purchase soil, 
make sure you know what you're 


buying. The sale of soil isn’t regulat- 
ed so it’s buyer beware. Also consid- 
er the type of soil already on your 
lot. Buy soil of a similar type. You 
don’t want to put clay soil over a 
sandy soil nor do you want to put a 
sandy soil on top of a clay soil. 

Realize no matter where you buy 
your soil you’re also bringing weed 
seeds in as well. Be prepared to do 
some extra weeding wherever this 
new soil goes. You may bring in 
weeds that you have never had to 
battle before. Make sure you remove 
any weeds as soon as you identify 
them and don’t allow them to go to 
seed.

1996 Farm Bill Changes 
Conservation Programs 


Rules defining some specific 
conservation provisions and pro 
grams of the Federal Agricultural 
Improvement Reform (FAIR) Act of 
1996 (also known as the 1996 Farm 
Bill) were published recently. The 
new Farm Bill brings added flexibil- 
ity to existing conservation pro- 
grams and creates new initiatives to 
improve natural resources on private 
lands 

There are some changes as a re- 
sult of the 1996 Farm Bill. For ex- 
ample, landowners no longer have 
to wait for a special sign-up period 
to enroll environmentally sensitive 
land in the Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP) or the Wetland Re- 
serve Program (WRP). Both now 
have continuous sign-ups. The WRP 
offers three options--permanent 
easements, 30-year easements, and 
WHIP helps landowners improve 
wildlife habitat on private lands. 
The program provides cost-sharing 
and technical assistance to landown- 
ers for establishing and improving 
habitat for upland wildlife, wetland - 
wildlife, endangered species, fisher- 
ies, and other wildlife. Land en- 
rolled in WRP, CRP, the Water 
Bank Program, or other similar pro- 
grams is not eligible for WHIP. 
Land used for mitigation is also in- 
eligible. 

Local offices of the USDA Natu- 
tal Resources Conservation, Farm 
Services Agency, or Cooperative 
Extension System can provide addi- 
tional information for these pro- 
grams.

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Coffee County Commission chooses road projects for FY-98 


By Marvin MciLwain, Editor 


In Monday's meeting of the Cof- 
fee County Commission, commis- 
sioners dealt mostly with housekeep- 
ing chores, 

The passing of resolutions, hear- 
ing and granting requests, and ap- 


—proving-the-FY-98 Federal Aid Re-_ 


surfacing Program were major items 
on the agenda. 

Shortly into the meeting, County 
Engineer Randy Tindell asked com- 
missioners to review the recom- 
mended roads to be considered for 
the FY-98 program, and to chose the 
ones to be resurfaced. 

Commissioners had met with the 
engineer in a work session since the 
last commission meeting; therefore, 
a quick review of the proposed pro- 
jects was all that was necessary be- 
fore making their decision. 

Tindell explained, for the benefit 
of the media, that those county roads 
deemed “major collector roads” 
(main thoroughfares which connect 
the population to the work centers) 
by the state highway department are 
eligible for federal aid funds. 

“Less than half of the county’s 
roads qualify as major collectors,” 
said Tindell. 

He stated that even though the 
county has roads that are in worse 
condition than those recommended 
by him for the program, they do not 
qualify for federal aid. 


Commissioners approved the fol- 
lowing roads for the FY-98 project: 
Co. Rd. 206 and a portion of 201 
from AL Hwy. 87 to AL Hwy. 167; 
Co. Rd, 625 from Co, Rd. 636 to the 
Geneva County line; and possibly 
Co. Rd, 622 from Co, Rd. 610 to the 
Enterprise Airport Road. 

__ Tindell estimated the total cost of 


these projects to be $590,000.00-He- 


noted that should the federal funding 
be received, it will only be for 
$402,000.00. The county will have 
to fund all over that amount or cut 
back on the project. 

Turning to other matters, commis- 
sioners heard a request for the Cof- 
fee County Public Building Authori- 
ty for permission to use the county’s 
attorney, Kenneth Fuller. 

Commission Chairman Tom 
Grimsley explained that the authori- 
ty wanted to use Fuller in preparing, 
or handling, any legal documents or 
matters conceming the construction 
of the new Enterprise Courthouse. 
He then made the motion to grant 
the request. 

During the discussion of the mo- 
tion, Commissioner Kayo Lewis 
asked why the authority couldn’t pay 
for its own legal representative. 

Grimsley explained that it really 
didn’t matter since the county has to 
bear the expense whether the attor- 
ney is paid by the commission or 
through the authority. 


The motion passed in a 5-2 vote. 
Commissioners Lewis and Len Ave- 
rett opposed the motion. 

Grimsley presented a proposed 
bill by State Representative Garreth 
Moore which would phase out the 
current supernumerary program for 
certain elected officials in Coffee 
County, and would allow them to 
participate in the State Employees’ 
Retirement System. 7 

This is local legislation (affecting 
only Coffee County) which amends 
the Alabama Constitution of 1901, 
and would have to be voted on by 
the people, 

Should the bill be passed by the 
legislature and signed by the govern- 
or, it probably will not appear on a 
ballot until the next general election 
which will be held in 1998. 

Moore stated that the bill could 
save the county a great deal of mon- 
ey in the future if supernumeraries 
are done away with. They are paid 
out of the county’s general fund. 

At the present time, the county is 
not paying any supemumeraries. The 
late Sheriff H. D. Tillman was the 
only one being paid. There are two 
officials in the county who qualify 
for supernumerary status at some fu- 
ture date. They are: former Sheriff 
Brice Paul and present Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns. 

The commission voted unani- 
mously to support the proposed bill. 


According to Moore, this same bill 
has or is being proposed by 40 other 
counties in Alabama. 

Other items of business acted on 
by the commission were as follows: 

***Voied to have a “discretion- 
ary” administrative meeting on Fri- 
days, preceding the regular bi- 
monthly meeting on the second and 
fourth Mondays of each month, The 
purpose of these mectings will be to 
discuss what is on the agenda, but to 
take no action until the regular meet- 
ing. Commissioners will be notified 
when these meetings are to be held. 


***Adopted the millage rate for 
Coffee County - 7 mills for the gen- 
eral fund, 3.5 mills for the road and 
bridge fund, and 5 mills for county 
schools. 

***Passed a resolution adopting 
the Citizen Participation Plan as re- 
quired by the Alabama Department 
of Community and Economic Af- 
fairs in order to qualify for Commu- 


nity Development Block—-Grant- 


Funds. 

*** Appointed Elba Mayor James 
Grimes to serve on the Council on 
Aging. He replaces Brad Wilson 


who requested that he be removed 
from the council. 

***Approved the commission 
chairman's signing of agreements 
with the state highway department 
on the Mercer Livestock Industrial 
Access Project on Co, Rd. 651 and 
Coffee Gin Industrial Access Project 
on Co. Rds. 708 & 709, 

*** Authorized the highway de- 
partment to send out bid requests for_ 
pipe and motor grader blades. 

***Reappointed Judy Hurley to 
the Goodman Water Authority with 
her term ending in the year 2003.

Elba City Council buys two new police cars

On Monday evening the Elba 
City Council bought two new police 
cars, signed a contract with the 
Chamber of Commerce, made a 
board appointment and heard a pos- 
itive report on an environmental 
matter. Also a routine police report 
was presented and some government 
red tape handled. 

The council awarded the bid on 
two new, full size police cars to Ben 
Atkinson Motors of Tallassee, This 
firm has the state bid on police cars. 
The cars cost $18,741.55 each and 
delivery is set for mid to late April. 
Several local bids were received, but 
they didn’t match the state bid price. 

The council also voted to solicit 
bids on a new pick-up truck for use 
in the recreation department. Bids 
will be solicited for both full size 
and immediate size trucks. Council- 
man Ben Carpenter again voted 
against buying another vehicle. 

The council approved renewal of 
an annual contract with the Elba 


Chamber of Commerce for pro- 
moting the city at the previously ap- 
proved rate of $3,000 a year. 

Mayor James Grimes _ rec- 
ommended the contract be amended 
to place responsibility for the ex- 
penses of receptions, etc. with the 
Chamber because it is illegal for the 
city to fund the food and other re- 
freshments for such events. The 
council agreed. 

William Scarbrough was _ re- 
appointed to another term on the 
Elba Planning & Zoning Board at 
the recommendation of the mayor. 

Grimes was appointed the official 
voting representative to the annual 
League of Municipalities meeting in 
May. Ronnie Hammond was named 
first alternate and John W. Sharpless 
is second alternate, Grimes indicated 
he intended to attend the convention. 

Grimes told council members 
there was still a vacancy on the 
board, as Lamar Kelley resigned dur- 
ing the previous administration and 
had not been replaced. He asked 
council members to give him rec- 
ommendations for this position. 


Circuit Judge dismisses lawsuit 


against the town

A $50,000.00 lawsuit filed 
against the town of New Brockton 
has been dismissed by Circuit Judge 
Thomas E., Head. 

The lawsuit was filed against the 
town after a claim was denied by the 
town council in March of 1996. 

On August 14, 1996, Judge Head 
heard a motion to dismiss the suit by 
the defendants. He granted the mo- 
tion and dismissed case on Feb- 
ruary 7, 1997, 

In the suit, the plaintiff, Jesse 
Snyder, alleges that on or about No- 
vember 8, 1995, he was at his home 
in New Brockton when Jerry Gilbert, 
a New Brockton police officer, ar- 
rested him without just cause. 

It further alleges that he was 
placed in the Coffee County Jail in 
New Brockton, an adult facility, and 
that as a direct and approximate con- 
sequence of Jerry Gilbert's conduct, 
he was injured, 

The lawsuit filed by Snyder 
through his parezits, Edward and Re- 
becca Snyder, claimed that he was 
injured as a result of his arrest. 

The following was listed as his 
injuri¢s: he was caused to suffer hu- 
milialion and indignities; he was 
caused to suffer mental anguish and 
pain; and his reputation was tar-

nished and will continue to suffer the 
same in the future, 

The defendants (officials of the 
Town of New Brockton) asked that 
the case be dismissed based on rele- 
vant statutory and case law, Their at- 
torney pleaded immunity from liabil- 
ity based on an Alabama Code that 
states: “Every peace officer...shall at 
times be deemed to be officers of the 
state, and as such shall have immuni- 
ty from tort liability arising out of 
his or her conduct in performance of 
any discretionary function within the 
line and scope of his or her law en- 
forcement duties.” 

A subsection of the same code 
stated: “This section is intended to 
extend to peace officers and govern- 


_ mental units or agencies authorized 


to appoint peace officers.” 

In signing the order to dismiss the 
lawsuit, Judge Head referred to this, 
quoting the statute: “.,..evidences a 
legislative intent to grant govern- 
mental immunity to Beth police 
officers and their employing munici- 
palities for the type or kind of con- 
duct alleged against Officer Gilbert 
and the Town of New Brockton... 
there is no set of provable facts upon 
which the Plantiffs could prevail in 
this action and the Defendants’ mo- 
tion to dismiss is procedurally appro- 
priate.” 


Water Supervisor Dennis Cole- 
man gave the council copies of a re- 
port from the Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management 
(ADEM) on the operation and condi- 
tion of the municipal sewer lagoon 
for the past year. 

The lagoon received a rating of 
37. Mayor Grimes noted that any- 
thing within a 0-70 range was clas- 
sified “very good.” 

The council approved adoption of 
a required agreement with the feder- 
al government to allow Elba to con- 
tinue receiving CDBG grants. It was 
a routine action, associated with the 
change of administration, Grimes 
told council members. 

A request from the fire de- 
partment was tabled for further de- 
tails. The mayor reported the fire 
chief and assistant chief had sug- 
gested the hiring of a private firm, at 
a cost of $1200, to do an ISO in- 
spection before actually calling for 
an official review of Elba’s fire 
fighting abilities. Revealing the 
weaknesses in the system could ul- 
timately save citizens money, 


Grimes explained. The department is 
working to get Elba’s insurance rat- 
ing down from a “#6” to a “#5” and 
thus reduce the cost of fire insurance 
to property owners. 

Councilman John W. Sharpless 
asked the status on establishing a 
used oil disposal dump. City Clerk 
Donnie Morrow reported that used 
oil could now be taken to the city 
barn on the 203 Bypass, across from 
the Work Release barracks. 

Carl Brown, who lives on Martin 
Luther King Drive asked about im- 
proved drainage in that area. He said 
previous administrations had prom- 
ised grants and other relief, but none 
has yet been forthcoming. He was 
assured an immediate review of the 
problems in that area would be done 
and some work by city crews was 
available if that would help. 

Brown asked about city help in- 
stalling the pipe in front of his house 
if he purchased it. He was assured 
the city would help, but cautioned ;

from an aluminum boat. After about 
two hours the boat’s tolling motor 
failed. Brown movied to the narrow, 
front portion of the boat. 

Reportedly, Paul was seated in 
the front of the boat and remained 
there as Brown moved forward. It is 
believed that the weight of both 
youths on the front of the boat 
caused it to capsize. 

Both of the young men, instead of 
remaining with the overturned boat, 
attempted to swim ashore. Paul 
made it and Brown did not. 

Whitehead stated that Brown was 
dressed for cool weather having on 
insulated hunting boots, two shirts, 
and wearing blue jeans. It is prob- 
able that the heavy, water soaked 
clothing made it hard for Brown to 
swim in the water. Neither of the 
youths had on life jackets. 

After getting ashore, Paul ran 
more than a mile to the nearest 
house to call for help. 

Emergency personnel responded 
to the scene from Enterprise, as well 
as from Dothan. Enterprise police 


and Coffee County sheriff's deputies 
also responded to the call for help. 

Divers from the Houston County 
Search and Rescue Squad conducted 
an underwater search of the pond. 
Brown’s body was discovered in 9- 
10 feet of water shortly after 5:00 
p.m. He was pronounced dead at the 
scene by Whitehead. 

An autopsy was performed by the 
Alabama Department of Forensic 
Sciences in Dothan to determine the 
cause of death. The results were not 
known at press time. 

Paul was taken to Medical Center 
Enterprise and kept overnight for ob- 
servation. According to Whitehead, 
he was suffering from hypothermia. 
He was released on Monday. 

Brown was a junior at New 
Brockton High School. He was the 
son of James and Rebecca Brown of 
New Brockton. His father is the 
chief of New Brockton’s Volunteer 
Fire Department and captain of the 
rescue squad. He owns and operates 
Coffee Auto Repair in New Brock- 
ton. 


Local schools invaded by K-9's 
from 8 law enforcement agencies

Schools in both Elba and Zion 
Chapel had unannounced visitors 
last Friday. 

K-9 units from eight different law 
enforcement agencies came in unan- 
nounced at Elba High School early 
Friday morning. A thorough search 
of classrooms, lockers and vehicles 
on school grounds was made; how- 
ever, no drugs or weapons were 
found. 

Superintendent of Elba City 
Schools Charles Pearce was very 
pleased that no drugs or weapons 
were found on the campus. 

“We are very supportive of these 
unannounced searches and very im- 
pressed with the number of canines 
varticipating in the operation,” said 
Pearce. 

“The increased number of canines 
allows the officers to make a more 
thorough search and do it in a short 
time. This allows classes and school 
activities to be disrupted a minimal 
length of time.” 

After “sweeping” Elba’s school, 
the K-9 units proceeded to Zion 
Chapel High School where the same 
procedure was followed. 

During the search at Zion Chapel 
High School, one of the K-9 units 
“alerted” on a vehicle in the school’s 
parking area several times, 

A search of the vehicle revealed 
seed residue and a marijuana roach, 
Also, a B.B. pistol resembling a 45 
caliber automatic was discovered. 

The owner of the vehicle, Waylen 
J. Littlefield, age 18, was arre 
and charged with possession of mari- 
juana in the second degree. 

Dr. Linda Ingram, principal of 
Zion Chapel High School, said, “! 
am certainly disappointed that any 
drugs were found on campus, but | 
am ue that if they are on campus, 
we have the means to detect them 
and deal with the problem. Drugs 
and guns have no place in schools. 

“Lam very supportive of these un- 
announced searches and any other 
program designed to make campuses 
safe for faculty members and stu- 
dents,” she added. 


Principals and superintendents in 
both school systems have prior 
knowledge that these unannounced 
“drug and weapon sweeps” are go- 
ing to be made; however, they do not 
know the exact date and time. 

They have given their consent 
and have pledged their cooperation 
to law enforcement officials in these 
type operations. 

Coordinating the operation last 
Friday were Coffee County Deputy 
Sheriff Jack Herbert and his partner 
Ferro. They are members of the 12th 
Judicial Circuit Drug Task Force. 

K-9 units from Elba, Enterprise 
Opp, Geneva, Dothan, and Midland 
City Police Departments, along with 
a unit from the Houston County 
Sheriff's Department joined Herbert 
and Ferro in the two searches. 

All of the K-9 units represented 
in Friday's operation are members of 
the Southern States Canine Han- 
diers’ Association, Association 


members who are available will as- 
sist other members anytime during 
these type searches.
